of the stock. In smaller bands the
cattle will raceive better attention than
I8 now (he case. The number of cattle
will alse be increased.

“The number of Mormons coming In.

features of the settlement of the coun-
try, A considerble number of follow-
ors of Joe Smith are already located In
the distriet, and they have proved ex-
cellent setllers The Mormons are
hitrdy, frugal agriculturists, understand
thelr business thoroughly and flourish
under our climatic conditions. They
like the country, and are sending for
thelr friends to an extent that will
bulld up the district substantially. They
do not practice polygamy in Canada.’

Mr. Burns has extensive mining in-
terests in British Columbia, as well as
a score or more of meat ships, one in
every town nearly.
